“ Europe exploded beeause 
Europe 
wa loaded" was the catch phrase that 
Dr. Thomas E. Greene 
stated, before 
the Chautauqua ses-ion Monday even­ 
ing, he wished to leave with his 
Get­ 
tysburg audience. 
Dr. Green's address was largely 
a 
protest against armament as a 
pre­ 
ventive of war. Never in the past two 
year , declared the speaker, has a na­ 
tion fully prepared for war, failed 
to 
get into such trouble.

propaganda as generally advance I 
wa < 
cored together with 
the

Dr. Green, however, was not 
averse 
to preparednes 
for adequate defense 
but said that those who advance such
